Ir was a Frenchman, BxLo of Mans, who firſt attempted 
to range birds according to their natures, and performed 
great matters, conſidering the unenlightened age he lived in ; 
for his book was publiſhed in 1555. His arrangement of 
tapacious birds is as judicious as that of the lateſt writers; 
for his ſecond chapter treats of VorTukes, Falcons, Surtkes, 
and Owts; in the two next, he paſſes over to the Web- 
footed Water-fowl, and to the Cloven-footed ; in the fifth, he
